Ta>»  invited  to  a very  bright  object  iu  the  slry  aliroat  ovorheed.  At  first  si;;;ht 
it  nnoearcd  to  be  h very  bright  star.  The  sky  vias  eloAr  o.t  this  tir^e  .vith  a 
fov/  thin  and  scattered  clouds  tx*£xvelina  in  a southeasterly  direction.  This 
object  vreig  clgarly  visible  vdienavor  those  clouds  appeared  over  it,  Tho  time 
at  which  this  object  yag  first  si£hted  v.as  approxinately  1101  hours.  It 
remained  stationary  for  approxlr.atoly  20  ninutes,  then  clearly  roved  directly 
south  at  a very  hlsh  rate  of  ouoed  loaving  a very  thin  vifi5.ble  v.nko  ar.d  then 
d?.aappearod  corolotely.
